It will be remembered 
that it has teen previously asserted 
that Japan prepared twenty vessels 
for this purpose, and if thi*? explana- 
I tion is correct, the Russian accounts t 
referring only to the early morning af­ 
fair, may be justified in asserting that 
It was unsuccessful. 
It is supposed 
that the Japanese will make a supreme 
effort t o cut off Port Arthur before the 
arrival of Vice Admiral Skrydloff. 
According to a Tokio correspondent ■ 
today’s Jiji Shimpo says:

RUSSIA WAITING 


Muscovites Have Braced Themselves 
for Impending Conflict. 
St. Petersburg, May 6.—With Vice 
Admiral Togo hovering in the imme­ 
diate vicinity of Port Arthur and 
transports loaded with troops lying at 
Pitsewo, northwest of that stronghold, 
Russia has braced herself for Impend­ 
ing conflicts with the foe in which she 
will again play a defensive role, this 
time. It Is hoped, with better success 
and therefore with less sacrifice of 
life than in the engagements on the 1 
Yalu. 
The war commission sat 
until 2 
o’clock this morning, and at the close 
of the session it was announced that i 
there was nothing to communicate to * 
the public. It is known, however, that I 
the emperor has been informed of the 
presence of a Japanese fleet off the 
Liao Shan promontory and the appear­ 
ance of transports at Pitsewo. 
The fact that the two events occur­ 
red simultaneously may have signifi­ 
cance. If a landing should take place 
at Pitsewo, it is anticipated that To­ 
go's battleship squadron will bom­ 
bard Port Arthur in order to prevent 
the garrison from sending reinforce­ 
ments by railroad to the troops oppos­ 
ing the Japanese there. 
Neither the 
admiralty nor the war office believes 
that a disembarkation of the Japanese 
can be prevented, as the guns of the 
Japanese cruisers could command the 
point of landing, but after the Jap­ 
anese are ashore the Russians will 
strike, and, officers 
here say, will 
strike hard.
